An Ex-English Officer Fights a 
Louisiana Creole. 


A desperate duel, which, however, did 
not resultin the death of either of the 
contestants, was fought at the Metarie 
Course a few miles in the rear of New 
Orleans on the 4ih inst.

THE FOUNTAIN, 


Description of the Beautiful 
Fountain for Cincinnati. 


From the Cincinnati Commercial.) 


Tne fountain is intended to symbolize 
the blessings and benefits of water. The 
principal figufes represent the Genius of 
Water, from the palms of whose hands 
falls an abundance of water. This wa- 
ter, descending in a hundred thin, fine 
streams to give the impression of rain, 
showers alike upon the fields of an agri- 
culturist imploring relief for his scorched 
and drooping graiv ; the burning roof of 
a nt family who stand upon it with 


‘emptied buckets, helpless to resist the 


conquering flames; the blistered path- 
way of a foot-sore traveler, who, having 
reached a sparkling brook, drinks eagerly 
from the antique carrying vessel gf a 
ministering rustic maiden; and a clear,

Near the top of the fountain, immedi- 
ately under the main figure, will be 
placed a medallion of Tyler Davidson, 
Che water coming from the leaves of the 
shells is to be used as fresh drinking wa- 
ter by a separate conduit pipe. Tae 
whole fountain will be of bronze; the 
base and its surroundings of granite and 
porphyry, and the railings, or protection 
of the foundation, wili be of wrought 
iron or Dayton stone.

TRADE. 

Our quotations show but little change 
in the general markets teday, and busi- 
ness did not seem as active as it usually 
is on Tuesday, when our local packets 
go out in larger numbers than upon any 
other day of the week.
